One of its 
initiatives has been the Electronics-and Software 
Club. We would like to tell you a bit more about 
this wonderful and innovative way of attracting 
both children and adults to a Club Event. 

This Electronics- and Software Club was founded 
and is run by Machiel van der Stelt, an 
enthusiastic Neerlandia Committee Member. 
Machiel has his own Technology Business, so he 
knows a thing or two about the subject. 



I asked Machiel to tell us a bit about this Club 
and following is what he explained to me. 

The aim of this Club is to get Kids and Adults 
interested and engaged in software- and hardware 
technologies. Participants of the Club activities 
learn how to enjoy electronics and so discover 
how enjoyable it is to play with technology. The 
Club’s activities make technology accessible and 
understandable, while also bringing people 
together. 

Machiel continued telling me that over the course 
of the year he and the Club Members have run 
different courses and developed different kinds of 
projects. For instance, the Club has assembled 
mini computers, has built electronic circuits on 
experiment boards and also created its very own 
3D printer. The 3D printer, which is the latest 



project, is now finished and at the next Club 
meeting Machiel and participants will be 
finalizing the calibration. To top it off, and if 
time allows it, a 3D object may be printed. 
When I asked him, Machiel explained that the 
minicomputers are used to teach programming 
or coding either directly on the minicomputer 
itself or on robots. Through educational play, 
the kids, their (grand) parents or any other adult 
interested, familiarize themselves with 
technology.

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Past Achievements of ANSWA 


THE HISTORY OF ANSWA 

ANSWA (Associated Netherlands Societies in WA Inc.) was formed in 1997 to meet the need for a strong 
representative body, for the approximately 11,000 Members of the Dutch Community in Western Australia at that 
time. As Victoria had been very successful over a period of over 30 years it was decided amongst the West 
Australian Dutch Community that they would emulate the Victorian model and policies to achieve a similar 
representative voice. 

After a well-attended workshop, a written proposal was developed and the inaugural meeting took place on 18 March 
1997 at the Hollywood Bowling Club, Nedlands. During this meeting the nature of ANSWA was discussed and once 
again its role as an umbrella organisation was emphasised. It was not intended to replace any existing Organisations 
or Clubs but to act as a conduit and provide a consolidated and representative voice with political clout. 

The Committee of Chair, Secretary and representatives of several support groups, including Australian Netherlands 
Chamber of Commerce (ANCOC), Dirk Hartog Association, Pensioners, Neerlandia, Friends of the Duyfken and 
Netherlands Ex-Servicemen of Western Australia (NESWA) and their counterpart Netherlands Ex-Servicemen’s 
Association (NESA) were endorsed by the following meeting on 25 March. At this meeting the following working 
groups of (i) Elderly Care, (ii) Culture and Heritage, (iii) Media, Newsletter and PR, (iv) Finance and Planning, and 
(v) Festivals, Social events and Younger Groups Interests were formed. 

This structure became the Executive, formed by the Chair, Vice Chair, Treasurer and Secretary, and general 
Committee Members, who were Representatives of the Sub-groups, some from Albany and Bunbury. 

The umbrella framework allowed the various Sub-groups to retain their full independence and proceed to run and 
manage their own functions and presentations. 

Once formed, ANSWA advised the Dutch Ambassador of the new organisation and the fact that it was structured 
along the Victorian lines. The relationship between ANSWA and the Embassy in Canberra was a strong one with the 
Embassy keeping ANSWA informed of visiting scholars and exhibitions. Since its formation, ANSWA has been 
requested by Government and Civic bodies, both Dutch and Australian, to conduct a range of functions to 
commemorate various significant events or to greet high ranking Dutch visitors to Western Australia. 

In 1999 Thom Dercksen, RON, past Honorary Consul, was appointed Patron and he continued to support the group, 
until his untimely ill health forced him to withdraw. 

ANSWA communicated with the Dutch in Western Australia through various media - the Neerlandia Magazine, 
Dutch radio, but primarily through their own newsletter, the ANSwer, the Official Newsletter of ANSWA. The first 
edition was issued in May/June 1997. This newsletter became the West Australian Dutch Community News in 1999 
and continued until 2007, after which the ANSWA Newsletter became a quarterly 4-page insert in the Neerlandia 
Magazine, to describe events of significance and to advertise its upcoming events. 

During its history ANSWA was instrumental in the arrangement and co-ordination, with the assistance of the Sub¬ 
groups, of many iconic Western Australian events with special significance for the Dutch Community including: 

...# Willem de Vlamingh Celebrations at Burswood Park on 12 January 1997, attended by Prince Willem Alexander. 
These celebrations included a visit by the Prince to the Duyfken replica project and a trip to the Abrolhos Islands 
where the Batavia came to grief. 

...# Participation in the Memorial Service held on Sunday 17 August 1997 at the Dutch Annexe at the Perth War 
Cemetery to commemorate the Dutch citizens who were the victims of the Japanese air attack on Broome in 1942. 
With the ongoing involvement of ANSWA, the dates were amended to reflect the end of WWII as it occurred in the 
Netherlands. 

...# ANSWA assisted with the co-ordination of het Scheldenloodsenkoor (River Scheldt Pilot Choir) for a 
performance at the Quarry Amphitheatre on Sunday 18 January 1998, where they were accompanied by The Big 
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Past Achievements of ANSWA 


Band and the Dutch Choir. ANSWA arranged for the 
Scheldenloodsenkoor to be accommodated by local families. The 
Scheldenloodsenkoor was notable for always being present, when 
there was a Tall Ships or a major “Sail” Event. Part of the reason 
for the Choir’s coming, was the building of the replica of the 
Duyfken in Fremantle. 

...# ANSWA assisted with the promotion of the Duyfken project. 
...# ANSWA co-ordinated the well-attended reception held in the 
grounds of the Museum for the Golden Age of Dutch Art 
Exhibition of 17 th Century Paintings from the Rijksmuseum and 
Australian Collections from 23 October 1997 to 11 January 1998 
at the Art Gallery of WA. Art pieces owned by local business 
Anne & Peter Rietveld lay a wreath groups were also on display and the Exhibition and reception 

on behalf of ANSWA. received excellent press and support from the Community. 

...# At the request of the Dutch Embassy in Canberra, ANSWA 
together with NESA organised a wreath laying Ceremony to commemorate the involvement of the Dutch Navy at the 
Victory in the Pacific. This commemoration took place at Memorial Hill, East Fremantle on Tuesday 15 August 
2000. The significance for the Dutch Community was the relocation of the Dutch submarine fleet and light cruiser 
vessels from Indonesia to the Port of Fremantle after the fall of Singapore during WWII. 

...# The years leading up to 2006 were very busy, as this year marked the 400 th anniversary of the first recorded 
mapping of the Australian coastline by Willem Janszoon, Captain of the Duyfken, and there were multiple Events 
arranged for the “Australia on the Map” Celebrations. 

...# The launching of the Duyfken on 6 April 2006 was 
attended Prime Minister John Howard and Dutch Prime 
Minister Jan Peter Balkenende at the Fisherman’s Harbour 
in Fremantle to farewell the Duyfken on her maiden 
voyage around Australia. The Dutch Singers farewelled the 
Duyfken on its voyage. 

...# The Dutch Prime Minister then visited the Dutch 
Enclave at the Perth War Cemetery to lay a wreath at the 
new bronze plaque. In the evening a cocktail party was 
held for Dutch nationals at Sandalford winery Caversham. 

Dr Nonja Peters, ANSWA’s current Vice Chair, was 
honoured for her academic work and received the medal of 
“Ridder in the Orde van Oranje Nassau” at this event. 

...# ANSWA supported and assisted the 4 July 2006 
Exhibition at the Fremantle Museum, to recognise the 
success and achievement of Dutch Migrants. 

...# In 2006 ANSWA contributed oversight to the 
exhibition held in Northam town, recognising the conditions in the early 1950s experienced by migrants at the 
Holden Camp in Northam. 

...# Planning and coordination of the 70 th Anniversary, commemorating the strafing of Broome, which was held at 
the Dutch Annexe at the Perth War Cemetery and which was followed by a function held at Broome, which was 
attended by visiting dignitaries in March 2012. 

...# The planning and organisation of the reunion of migrants that arrived in the 1950s, specifically 1952 that was 
held in October at the Neerlandia clubhouse in October 2012. The day was an outstanding success, with a large 
crowd attending throughout the day to enjoy the activities and participate in the large displays of memorabilia, 
including printed copies of passenger lists. Feedback from the day was overwhelmingly positive with many people 
catching up with people they hadn’t seen for years. 

...# The arrangements for the 75 th Anniversary commemoration of the strafing of Broome held at the Dutch enclave 
at the Perth War Cemetery at the request of the Dutch Ambassador in March 2017. The event was attended by the 
Ambassador of the Netherlands to Australia, Her Excellency Erica Schouten, and the Netherlands Defence Attache 
for Australia and New Zealand, Colonel Harold Jacobs and representatives of Federal and State parliaments. 

...# ANSWA has played a key role in the planning, management and running of the annual May Memorial Day 
Service at the Dutch Annexe at the Perth War Cemetery. ANSWA has had to curtail its involvement in these 
Community events due to a lack of volunteers and funds and is sadly no longer in a position to support this event. 

Accordingly it is the Executive's decision to, in due course, wind up the organisation known as ANSWA.

Almere is a planned City and Municipality in 
the province of Flevoland in the Netherlands. 
It is situated close to Amsterdam. 

The Municipality of Almere, comprises of six 
official areas, they are; the Districts of Almere 
Stad (which is further split up into Almere 
Stad Oost, Almere Stad West and Almere 


Centrum), Almere Buiten and Almere Pampus (which is currently being designed). 

Almere is part of the Amsterdam Metropolitan Area. 

History: 

Almere is the newest City in the Netherlands. The City was built in the Southern Flevoland 
Polder, which was reclaimed from the Ijsselmeer from 1959 to 1968. 

The first houses that were built, were finished in 1976. 

The whole Municipality lies several metres below sea level! 

Almere became a Municipality in 1984. It has the largest population of all the 
Municipalities in Flevoland with 202,764 citizens in 2017 and it is now the 7th largest City 
in the Netherlands. In October 2007, the City Council of Almere made agreements with the 
government to expand the City to 350,000 inhabitants by 2030. 

The easiest way to travel to Almere from Schiphol 
'A. airport is by train. There is a train station at the 
airport, so you do not have to go into central 
Amsterdam. The journey is quite quick, as it is only 
• about 40km to Almere from the airport. 

Train travel in the Netherlands is usually quick, clean 
and efficient. There are 6 train stations in Almere; 
Almere Centrum, which is the central station for the 
trains, buses, taxis and even bicycles in Almere: 

■ Almere Parwijk, Almere Poort, Almere Buiten, 
Almere Muziekwijk and Almere Oostvaarders. The fast trains will only go to Almere 
Centrum, while the smaller, local trains will go to all of the other stations and are a good 
way to get around the City.

Museums and Modern Architecture: 

If you are interested in modern architecture, then Almere can make for a very interesting 
visit for a day or two and your curiosity will be well rewarded. 

The Museum De Paviljoens, was moved to Almere in 1994 from its previous home at 
Kassel. It is a great space, that has shown many new and contemporary artists over the 
years, with many artists making a direct connection between the modem design of the 
building and their own work. 

If you are interested in the modem architecture of Almere, the best place to go is the 
CASLa. They will be able to give you a great deal of information about the Cities modern

architecture and can supply you with guides and maps that show you what to see and where 
to go. Many of the best new buildings are in the centre of the City and a walk down by the 
water will reward you with such gems as The Wave, The City, De Kunstlinie, which plays 
host to the local theatre and another residential building called Side By Side. 

An extremely interesting and fun place to visit, The 
Kemphaan, is a farm exhibit and shop, that is located to the 
East of Almere Harbour in the ’’Waterlandsebos”. 

Here you will find a range of different activities for children 
and adults, like the Monkey Rescue foundation, the 
restaurant, and the local produce you can buy including 
locally brewed beer! On Saturday mornings an organic 
market is held and here you can buy a beautiful range of 
organic produce and enjoy a taste of fresh orange juice. If 
markets and restaurants do not take your fancy, you can 
simply relax in the outdoor grounds or take a hike through the trails. 

One of the few museums in Almere, the Veiligheids 
Museum (Safety Museum), offers a great opportunity for 
children to enjoy themselves and learn a great deal about 
fire engines and the fire service. 

Located on the Northern side of the “Weerwater”, this 
Museum is in a central location. Inside this contemporary 
building you will find various exhibits containing fire 
engines, an emergency room, a recreation of a crime scene 
and many other interesting displays.
